The Memorial of the Lieutenant-Goyernor 
of the Northwest Territories in Council 
to His Excellency the Govereor-General 
in Council. 

Humbly Sheweth—That the present 
mithod of in‘ rodocing legislatioe in o the 
Nor'hwest Council has been proved by a 
muiiber of years’ experience to be unsatis- 
factory and leads to an_ ill-considered and 
ariconsistent body of legislation.

Tne following interesting extract 
fromia lecture by Prof. Marks, of the 
University of Pennsylvania on the “life” 
of incandescent electric lamps may be 
found of more than ordinary interest 
just at present. It isnotexactly new 
but will, perhaps, bear repetition: — 

‘“ The incandescent electric lamp con- 
“ sists ofnothing but a little piece of 
carbon and glass; but they do not 
think of the vacuum inside which is 
the most expenslve part of the lamp. 
There must be a perfect vacuum, but 
as the people do not see it they do 
not want to pay for it. 1 do not know 
“ of what material the carbon is made 
“ that being the secret of each maker. 
The carbon itself is not, charcoal, as is 
ordinally said, it is nearer graphite 
“ If we begin with an ordinary candle 
there 1s a mass of tallow with a wick. 
‘ The tallow works up the wick and is 
“ vaporized, The interior of that flame 
is hollow and filled with hydrogen 
‘ gas, With an oil lamp it 18 the same 
thing, with oil instead of tallow. Gas 
“ undergoes ite same process, An in- 
candescent light consists of a loop of 
carbon ina vacuum, andas the cur- 
“ yont is turned on there is first a limpid 
* glow, and then a clear, steady light 
with no flickering, being perfectly 
steady under good management, while 
gas flickers in even a very slight draft. 
“ The incandescent light seems to meet 
the almost unconcious demand of the 
public, Arc lights are cheaper and in

THE FISHERY QUESTION. 


A Washington despatch informs 
us that afier daily sessions 
fer the last two weeks,the Fisheries Com - 
mission finished their labors and signed 
a treaty which it is believed will result 
in a satisfactory settlement of the dis- 
putes that have existed for almost a 
century between this Government and 
Great Britain, over the North Atlantic 
fisheries. he treaty is signed by all six 
of the Commissioners, and itis said to 
have their fall concurrence. Before the 
treaty can take effect it must have the 
ratification of the Queen of Great Britain 
and the Dominion of Canada and New- 
feundland, as well as of the Senate of 
the Senate of the United States, Al- 
though the treaty will not at present be 
made public, it is stated that it relates 
exclusively to the disputes concerning 
the fishories of the North Atlantic coast. 
and does net include any provisions con- 
eerning the Behring Sea trov-bie or com- 
mercial reciprocity. ‘'Yhe treaty, it may 
be also added, does not contemplate the 
admission of fish free of duty into the 
United States. Secretary Bayard said 
that he could not, because of his 
Official position, make known the con- 
tents of the treaty, but that it was his 
earnest desire that it should be given to 
the press by those having the right to 
make such disposition of it and that 
every line of it should be publiehed, The 
dispute, he said, had been one of long 
standing and had come to him by in 
heritance when he assumed the duties of 
Sevretary of che United States. He had 
used his best endeavors to reach a satis-

This being the case what is the next 
step in our political drama, We hold 
that it consists in securing Responsible 
Government and an equitable removal of 
the C. P. R. monopoly. With these two 
points attained this conntry would have 
clear sailing for a glorious future. We 
have satisfactory proof that the Ottawa 
Government are willing to grant enlarged 
powers to the Northwest Council, from 
the fact that the Ottawa Government 
asked the Northwest Council to furnish 
a draft of whatin their opinion would 
meet the wants and wishes of the peo- 
ple in the Territories. This has been 
doue and: forwarded to the Governor- 
General in Council, in the form of a peti 
tion which we published yesterday. There 
are several good points taken in the pe- 
tition—such as providing for increased 
membership and that all the members 
be elected by vote of the people, and that 
the term of membership be four instead 
of two years. Also that the council be 
presided over by one of its own mem- 
bers instead of by the Lieut-Governor 
as heretotore, who will, as we understand 
it, be Mr. Speaker. The petition also 
asks that power be given to the -Lieut.- 
Governor to select from the members an 
exedutive’of three whose functions will

NEW GOVERNOR-GENARAL. 

Lord Stanley, of Preston, is a son of 
the late Earl of Derby, who was twice 
Premier of England, and a life-long 
friend of the Earl of Beaconsfield, he is 
consequently a brother of the present 
Earl of Derby. Lord Stanley is heir 
presumptive to the Earldom, as the pres- 
ent Earl has no children. He was sec- 
retary for war for a period under the last 
administration of Beaconsfield and is at 
present president of the board of trade 
under Lord Salisbury. He is not so 
eloquent a speaker as the present Earl, 
but, is more stable as a politician and is 
regarded as a man of great executive 
ability, thoogh probsbly ‘not so great 
adiplomist as the Earl of Dufferin, or 
Lansdowne; his connection with the 
board of trade gives him great opportu. 
nity of becoming well, acquainted with 
trade and navigation, including the great 
shipping interest of England, railways 
ana public works, electtic lighting aud 
all other things of a public nature to 
which the English government make 
loans, come under the control of Lord 
Stanley, as president of the board of

To rue Evrrorn—We notice in your 
issue of Janvary 19.4 paper by a Profes- 
sor Sheldon, originally published in the

merely nominal rent, and they are afraid 
that if thie District of Alverta becomes 
known as a first-class agricultural one, 
that settlers will flock in in such nombers 
as to do uway with the opportunity of ob 
taining land on such easy terms, They, 
therefore, do their best to frighten eettlers 
away by preaching eummer frosts, feroc- 
ious Indians, bungry wolves, or some 
other cock and bull story, which they weil 
know to be in the ninin falve, and which 
may, occasionally, tryghten away an in- 
tending settler, To such a pitch will they 
go, that some few years ago, a leascholder 
had a *;Jendid crop of barley ready to be 
cut, and the man who sowed the crop of- 
fered to harvest it, No, says the lease- 
holder, I am not ready; and he took good 
carer ot (0 be ready until the crop was all 
crashed down by the snow in Oct: ber and 
it could not be cut. There! says the 
‘easeholder, to visitors, what is the use of 
growing crops when one cannot harvest 
them. 

Notwithstanding all these false reports 
the country is fast settling up, and now, to 
the south ef Calgary, it is difficult to ob- 
tain any government land within twenty 
miles of the town, Northward, one bus 
not to go so far, because of the difficulty of 
crossing the Bow river, but now that one 
bridge across that river is in course of 
construction and another in contempla- 
tion, that difficulty will be done away 
with. 

This country is par exvellence, that of 
the farmer, with bis crops, horses, cattle, 
sheep and pigs-—that is to say mixed farm- 
ing will show the bes’ results. There are 
many winters, probably two out of five, 
wen cattle can shift for themselves, but 
during the other three they must be fee, 
and to whom must the cattle owner excla- 
sively look for food for his stock in bad 
weather, but tothe farmer. We engaged 
m mixed farming, have managed to pull 
through the last four or five winters with 
out the loss of a single aniwal, although 
some of us had no shelter of any descrip. 
tion to give them, simply because we had 
plenty of oats, hay, straw and roots to 
teed them on. The enormous losses ad- 
raitted oy the sapient professor, viz, from 
25 to 30 per cent, strikes the death knell 
of the lease system, as at present conduet- 
ed, for it must at once be patent to any 
man of business, that no industry can face 
such losses, The losses, however, are aot 
caused by the climate, or the soil, but 
simply by miswnznagement—by having 
wore cattle than they can properly attend 
to—hence the prohabi'ity that in the near 
future those owning thousands of head of 
cattle will be weeded out and replaced by 
others owning fifties and hundreds in 
combination with a proper tilling of the 
soil. 

The winters here are.gery shert,, duriag 
the five winters we bave experienced here, 
50, 40, 50, 60 and 50 respectively have 
een the number of winter days between 
Oct. land March 31--all the rest have 
been mild and spring like. ~The last 
wiuter, considered to be so exceptionally 
bad, was a tolerably mild one, with the 
exception of a fortnight of unusually 
severe weather, commencing Jan, 30, 
What made it bad for cattle was the depth 
of snow preventing them getting at the 
grass. 

We have been engaged in farming for 
five years and have, every year, succeeded 
in growing wheat ot various descriptions 
amongst which Scotch tyfe, and bave in 
variably, when the seed was put in in

DEATH BY DROWNING. 
Scottie Munro's Sad Death in the 
Kicking Horse River. 

Last night's special took in the corpse 
of John Munro, formerly of Drumdertt, 
North Kassock, Scotland, who had been 
in charge of No. 1 Safety Switch at Hee- 
tor By telegram trom Asst. Supt, Nib- 
lock on Munday, Dr, Lindsay proceeded to 
Hector and held an inquest on the body, 
It appears close to ‘*Scottie’s’’ shack is 
the Kicking Horse River, the bank of 
which at that particular point is quite 
abrupt in its declivity. Munro, while, it 
would seem, going for water slipped head- 
foremost into the river, his head being 
found under the ice and indicating hie 
headlong fall. Death was purely acci 
dental, In the man's pockets were found 
$90 in bills, $5.05 in silver and two cop- 
pers. In his heuce was found a Pass Book 
(Dom. Govt. Savings Bank) of $1,000, 
another Pass Book (Commercial Bank, 
Montreal) of $250, and another (Ontario 
Bank) $206. A Deposit certificate for 
£316,6s, 1d. in the joint names of himself 
and brothers was also found, The body 
vas ordered to be given a decent burial.

We have secured 
several works published in the United 
States on natural gas. One of these books 
is areport of the geological survey for 
1886-7 Though these books contain 
much valuable information we have not 
found enough in them to satisfy us as to 
prices which should be allowed for domes- 
tic use. We have therefore written to 
nine different places asking for the par- 
ticular information we want. We are 
trying to get hold of contracts between 
producers and consumers of natural gas m 
order that if the town does consent to 
have the company Jay down pipes nothing 
shall be left out of the conditions of per- 
mission which is necessary to protect. the 
people in every way necessary. While we 
are thus endeavoring to protect the people 
we think every reasonable encouragement 
should be given to the gas compeny to 
proceed with their test for gas. The re- 
port further notes that as has already been 
published the town solicitor deciares that 
the town has no power to bore for gus and 
therefore, we must deal with a company 
or wait a ycar to obtain further powers 
from the Northwest Council, The com- 
mittee expressed a hope that by the time 
of the next regular meeting of the council 
they would bein a position to make a 
more definite report. 

Coun. Linton reported the dog tags 
would be on hand Monday night. 

An order of $1,817.93 was drawn in 
favor ef the Bank of Montreal to cover 
the overdrawn account of 1887. 

The saloon and hotel deputation spoke 
briefly of their grievance and asked the 
protection of the council, which that hon- 
orable body agreed to give so far as lay in 
their power.
